ECS TRO | 
WHILE THE nation is celebrating its Bicentennial anniversary, an 
observance of another kind is taking place to mark a historic event 
close to all Americans - it was one hundred years ago, February 11, 
1876 that Thomas Alva Edison inaugurated the first industrial 
research library in Menlo Park, New Jersey, which later became the 
birthplace of the first practical incandescent light bulb and brought 
electricity to the homes of Americans. 

About one-third of Thomas Edison's inventions were related to 
electric lighting and distribution of electricity. He invented radical 
improvements in the construction of dynamos, making them suitable 
generators for his system of distributing electric current for light, 
heat and power. Fuses, meters, sockets and numerous other familiar 
devices in the home were invented in support of his electric system. 

His major contribution toward bringing electric power to the 
nation was the operation of the country’s first commercial power 
plant for incandescent lighting in New York city. The efforts of his 
research laboratory and his many inventions were put to use in his 
first electric system. 

Edison was also the inventor of numerous devices which the 
American public now uses. Among these were the phonograph, the 
‘flouroscope, the tickertape, motion picture camera, microphone, 
giant rotary cement kilns, the magnetic ore separator, an early 
mimeograph device, dictating machines, the alkaline storage battery 
and numerous other inventions. 

He discovered the “Edison Effect,” which is regarded as the basic 
' discovery in the science of electronics. The principle is employed in 
the vacuum tubes which are the basic components of radio and 
television sets, 

“Southern California Edison is very proud of the fact that the 
company and its forerunners, taking inspiration from Edison 
inventions, also accomplished many ‘firsts’ in the electric utility 
industry,” R.B. Hatfield, SCE district manager in Porterville, said. 

In 1886, one of SCE’s predecessor companies developed the 
west’s first commercial hydroelectric power plant in Highgrove, 
California. Today thousands of hydroelectric plants produce 
electricity in the United States. 

Southern California Edison also scored numerous “firsts” in 
transmitting increasingly higher electric voltages over 
record-breaking distances to bring electric power to Los Angeles area 
residents, and in 1957, SCE delivered the first commercial electric 
power produced from a non-military nuclear reactor. The entire 
town of Moorpark was lighted from energy produced at the Santa 
Susana nuclear plant in which the utility was a principal participant.

On Bird Damage 


VISALIA —_ Information 
pertaining to crop damage by 
birds is now being sought by the 
offices of Tulare County Farm 
Advisors, with Steve Sibbett 
asking farmers to let his office 
know about the extent of bird 
damage in their individual farm 
operation. Cooperating in the 
survey is the Agricultural 
commissioner’s office. 

Sibbett says that Crows and 
Jays are semi-protected under 
the Migratory Treaty act, but 
that they are now causing some 
farm crop damage and that a 
significant economic loss may 
develop in the near future. 

Data worked up by the Farm 
Advisor and the Agricultural 
commissioner’s office will be 
used in an effort to work out 
some solution for control of 
these species when economic 
damage is encountered.

BUILDERS ASK 
COMPETITION 
IN FEDERAL JOBS 


VISALIA — Members of the 
Associated Builders and 
Contractors (ABC) traveled to 
Washington, D.C. Monday to 
seek revisions in federal 
regulations that would open 
government construction to 
more competition. 

Ralph Arnold, of Taylor 
Wheeler Builders, in Fresno, and 
Glen Wells of Glen A. Wells, 
Inc., in Visalia joined more than 
400 ABC contractors from 
around the country to ask 
Congress for 10 administrative 
and legislative changes to the 
federal Davis-Bacon act. 

The Davis-Bacon act was 
Originally passed by Congress 
three decades ago to prevent 
large national contractors from 
taking construction work away 
from local contractors. 

However, contractors. say 
that because the act is poorly 
administered it actually gives 
outside contractos an upperhand 
on federal work, forcing local 
contractors to seek work 
elsewhere. They also say 
Davis-Bacon inflates the cost of 
federal construction 15 per cent. 

An Opinion Research 
Corporation survey of 
contractors reported that 77% of 
the contractors surveyed said 
that Davis-Bacon rates set by the 
federal government exceeded 
actual local rates. The 
contractors claim this has the 
effect of forcing prices above 
reasonable limits.

PORTERVILLE — Final 
Environmental statement for the 
Mineral King recreational 
development on the Sequoia 
National forest is being discussed 
today by Regional Forester 
Doug Leisz at a news conference 
in the Greater Los Angeles Press 
club.

SCICON’S FUTURE - WHAT WILL IT 


VISALIA — Expansion of 
Scicon’s programs, rehabilitation 
of its buildings, new 
construction proposals. and the 
‘development of a consistent 
source hight me 6 were ra 
major hi ts of an. inti 
ng the Tulare County Board 
of Education received February 
18 on the Clemmie Gill School 
of Science and Conservation. 

A complete study, made 
possible by a $18,500 grant 
from the Rosenberg Foundation, 
will be presented to the board 
during its March 3 meeting. 

In the initial report to the 
board, five major conclusio 
were discussed: 

.. Expansion of the Scicon 
program to include high 
school and adult programs. 

. Rehabilitation and 
strengthening of selected 
buildings to meet lateral 
stress. (A study made by 
Octagon Associates of 
Visalia stated, with the 
exception of the 
Porterville building most 
recently built, none of the 
structures presently 
constructed at Scicon 
complied with the 
requirements of the Field 
act, legislation dealing 
with structures meeting 
certain earthquake 
standards). 

.. Continued program 
development and a 
consistent source of 
financing supplemented by 
voluntary help. 

. Undertaking the 
construction of a boys’ 
toilet and shower unit, 
sewage disposal plant and 
Nature Science museum 
within the next two years. 

.. The final report to be 
presented will prioritize 


fiscal requirements 
extending over a period of 
five years. 

David Paynter, an educational 
consultant leading the. study 
team, said the final report will 
review Scicon’s history and 
examine, in depth, its staff, 
students, program 
considerations, facilities, capital 
equipment, and the fiscal area. 
Final recommendations covering 
the five-year period will also be 


made in the study. 
The board’s discussion of the 
initial report included: 


Reviewing of possible means of 
funding and the possibility of 
going to the voters with a tax 
measure on the June 8 California 
primary ballot, asking for the 
approval of a tax override of up 
to five cents; the amount of 
expansion of programs which 
could be made before the 120 
acres of building areas is in 
danger of becoming 
overcrowded and perhaps 
facilities worn down; solicitation 
of feedback from county 
districts concerning the initial 
report, and, the discussion of 
tentative priorities of Scicon’s 
future development.

U.S.D.A. officials indicate 
that the most visible way to 
determine the economic position 
of farmers in a given area is to 
examine sales in the farm 
machinery industry. In other 
words, if farm machinery sales 
are on the increase, this 
normally indicates a good overall 
crop and livestock year. 

20% INCREASE 

In California and_ other 
western states, farm machinery 
sales are head and shoulders 
above last year. Harvey Martin, 
Manager of Marketing for 
International Harvester’s 
nine-state western district 
reports: that: “Sour 
November-December retail sales 
increased by from 20% to 25% 
throughout our district. I feel 
that there were several factors 
that explain this brisk sales 
volume. First, we do a 
considerable amount of business 
in cotton and grain crops. These 
commodity prices were darn 
good for 1975 crops and look 
favorable again for this year’s 
production. 

‘‘Another reason for 
increased machinery sales was a 
strengthening in our dairy 
industry,’’ reveals Martin. 


“These strong crop areas more - 


than offset weaker farm markets 
such as cattle and edible beans in 
1975.” 

Part of the sales increase 
Martin also attributes to those 
farmers who bought tractors 
before the end of the year in 
order to receive the investment 
tax credit.

continued strong farm 
machinery sales. The month of 
January was much better 
sales-wise than January a year 
ago, but the final figures aren’t 
tabulated yet,”’ cites Martin. “As 
an aggregate group, the farmer’s 
economic situation looks very 
promising, but there are a couple 
of soft spots developing. For 
instance, rice growers are 
generally reluctant to make a 
significant investment in more 
new machinery because they 
don’t know how much rice the 
government will allot them to 
plant. 

“There is also uncertainty 
with orchard crops right now 
because with an early bloom like 
these growers are having, they 
are most susceptible to freeze 
damage. Dairy and_ livestock 
producers may be hard hit by 
the drought damage and 
increased hay prices,” lists 
Martin. 

More optimistically, Martin 
believes that if cotton and grain 
prices remain relatively 
favorable, these crops will keep 
farmer income at levels that will 
encourage more 1976 machinery 
sales, no matter what happens in 
the ‘‘soft spots.” 

The U.S.D.A. prepared 
Agricultural Outlook states that 
they expect 1976 “to be another 
year of farm marketings at 
record levels.” Therefore, if 
demand for the many products a 
farmer purchases in order to 
insure top production — follows 
the same trend as farm 
machinery, the total amount 
could become very significant.

GASOLINE SALES 
AT NEW RECORD 


SACRAMENTO — New 
records for gasoline 
consumption were set by 
California motorists during the 
fourth quarter of 1975, 
according to a report from the 
State Board of Equalization that 
also says more gasoline was used 
in. December than in any 
previous December - 6.6 percent 
greater than November, 1.6 
percent more than December, 
1974, and 8.0 percent higher 
than December, 1973, at the 
height of the energy Crisis. 

The board said that the 2.58 
billion gallons used by California 
drivers during the last three 
months of 1975 set a new fourth 
quarter record. Consumption for 
calendar year 1975 (10.2 billion 
gallons) was 3.3 percent greater 
than in 1974, but 1.1 percent 
less than in 1973, the all-time 


high year.

LAGGING SALE OF NAVEL ORANGES 
EXPECTED TO SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


EXETER — Sales of Navel 
oranges are lagging behind last 
year but may catch up now that 
the proper maturity standard for 
fruit has been reached in most 
groves, members of the Citrus 
Men’s club were told last Friday. 

J.G. Henderson, a marketing 
executive for Sunkist Growers, 
said Navel shipments from 
central California are 2,500 cars 
below last year, due primarily to 
the late harvest caused by 
problems in reaching maturity. 

About 37% of the total Navel 
crop in the district now has been 
harvested. The pre-harvest 
projection for fresh market 
shipment was 37,000: cars; 
however, that now has been 
scaled down by at least 1,000 
cars, Henderson reported. 

Henderson, who is Sunkist’s 
assistant vice president for fresh 
fruit sales, remains optimistic 
about sales for the rest of the 
season. He said Sunkist plans 
intensive advertising campaigns 


in the next few weeks to let 
consumers know top quality 
fruit now is available from all 
parts of the central California 
citrus belt. 

John Pehrson, Tulare county 
farm advisor, reported a new 
study has shown a direct 
relationship between maturity 
problems and climatic 
conditions. The five worst 
problem years of the past 22 
seasons all had below normal 
temperatures during blossom 
and fruit setting time in the 
months of March and April, he 
said.
